Isle, La., to Panama City, Fla.

U.S. Hints Drive 
To Toss Out Red

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30 (AP) — The question of whether the 


United States intends to carry the war on into Communist North 
Korea developed a new and interesting facet today. 


From an American agency, the psychological warfare branch of 


the Far East command, came a broad hint to the citizens of North 
Korea that their Communist rul- 
ers will be ousted and the 38th 
Parallel dividing line erased. 


The suggestion ii conveyed in 


an air raid warning leaflet being 
dropped in North Korea. It ad- 
vises civilians to move away from 
the cities which have been con- 
verted into military targets by 
'your Communist leaders". 


And it tells them they should 


join others who have left the 
cities so that "you .can help build 
a strong, free Korea after the 
Communists have been driven 
out". 


Conceding that this is a psycho- 


logical maneuver, it still is note- 
worthy that 
a United States 


agency has suggested to a Russian 
satellite that its Communist gov- 
ernment will be tossed out. 


The Russians created the North 


Korean satellite state, using as a 
pretext a situation which de- 
veloped when the World War II 
allies accepted the surrender of 
the Japanese armies. 
At ex- 


plained by Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson, the 38th Parallel 
was "intended to be purely a 
military line for the purposes of 
accepting surrender" of the Jap- 
anese by American forces south 
of the parallel and by Russian 
forces north of it. But, Mr. Ache- 
son recently told a congressional 
committee, the line "solidified". 


Whether it is the intention of 


the United States to do more than 
rid South Korea of the invading 
Red armies or to keep an eventual 
counter-offensive rolling on 
across the 38th Parallel and up 
through North Korea is not clear. 


No Boycotts

Toy Balloons 
Carry Truth 
Behind Curtain 


Dozens Of Replie* 
Received By E.C.A. 
In Propaganda Blitz 


FRANKFURT, Aug. 30 (AP)— 


Little toy balloons riding the 
west wind are taking the gospel 
of the European recovery pro- 
gram into countries behind the 
iron curtain. 


American officials of the Eco- 


nomic Co-operation Administra- 
tion today cited these two evi- 
dences that the balloon propa- 
ganda barrage is getting results: 


^Dozens of replies have been 


received from people In Commu- 
nist-ruled countries. 


Communists have shown 


their irritation by a counter- 
propaganda attack. They charge 
that the printed messages carried 
by the balloons are infected with 
poison bacteria — so people won't 
read them — and that the balloons 
are a trick by western war plot- 
ters to test wind currents for 
poison attacks against eastern 
Europe. 


Both these charges were print- 


ed recently by Communist news- 
papers in the Russian sector of 
Berlin. 


But the replies coming into 


E.C.A. offices from people in 
Communist areas indicate that 
the messages are being read de- 
spite the Communist warnings. 


The balloons, about one foot 


in diameter, are filled with hyd- 
rogen. If the wind is right, they 
will soar hundreds of miles. 


About 100,000 balloons have 


been sent up from Denmark and 
western Germany. 


Judge Rules Against Paper 
Supreme Court Test Seen 
In Lorain Journal Case 


CLEVELAND, Aug. 30 (AP) — A court ruling that the Lorain 


Journal tried to put a radio station out of business appears reason- 
ably certain of an eventual test in the U. S. Supreme Court. The 
opinion, handed down by Federal Judge Emerich B. Freed, held that 
the only daily paper in Lorain and four of its officers were guilty of 
seeking to "destroy" a competitor,* 
station WEOL of Lorain and' 
Elyria. 


In so ruling, he supported the 


government's main charge — that 
he newspaper, by refusing to 
accept advertising 
from mer- 


chants wishing to advertise on the 
tation, violated the antitrust law. 
He said the paper was trying to 
establish a business monopoly. 


Isadore Horvitz, president of 


he Lorain Journal Co. and one of 
the officers found guilty, stated 
after the judge's ruling: 


"On the basis of Judge Freed's 


memorandum opinion, the anti- 
rust lawyers of the Department 


of Justice have been upheld far 
seeking to regulate the operation 
of a newspaper. 


"If the federal court's decision 


turns out to be what these find- 
ings indicate, then the Lorain 
Journal and its officers will ap- 
peal to the U. S. Supreme Court. 


"We are still of the opinion that 


the question of what appears in a 
newspaper's columns still is one 
to be decided by the publisher— 
that a newspaper may accept or 
reject material as it sees fit."

No Action Due Now 
Green, Lewis Have Words 
Over Wo-Strike' Pledge 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30 (AP)—Three top labor leaders, In their 


different ways, made it clear today they won't volunteer any im- 
mediate no-strike pledge. 


A. F. L. President William Green came closest to giving such 


• promise. He said the A, F. L. is ready to call off strikes—as it did 
in World War II—if President* 
Truman asks it. But he added, 
the President hasn't yet made 
such a request. 
{ 


C.I.O. President Philip Murray 


said talk of such a pledge is "pre- 
mature". He has crucial negotia- 
tions coming up in November or 
earlier with the entire steel in- 
dustry and will be free to strike 
under his United Steelworkers 
contract after Dec. 31. Yesterday 
he said it is "reasonable to as- 
sume" he will be asking for wage 
increases for his nearly one mil- 
lion steel Industry members. 


Like Mr. Green, the C. I. O. 


chieftain agreed to forego war- 
time strikes when asked to do so 
by President Roosevelt after the 
Pearl Harbor attack. 


The exception then was John 


L. Lewis, leader of the United 
Mine Workers, who refused to 
be bound by tlie White House 
pledge or the rulings of the War 
Labor Board created to process 
disputes. The miners struck sev- 
eral times in 1943 for under- 
ground travel pay. * 


Mr. Lewis has hinted he may 


be an exception again. Yester- 
day he told Mr. Green in a 
"memo" that if the A.F.L. leader 
was "plodding about the country 
seeking someone" to give the 
pledge to, he wasn't speaking for 
Mr. Lewis' coal miners. 


In a caustically-worded mes- 


sage, the U. M. W. leader poked 
under Mr. Green's skin by say- 
ing: "We do our own cooking. We 
do our own committing. We do 
our own no-striking." 


The seldom-riled A.F.L. spokes- 


man quickly fired back unusually 
sharp words at his one-time close 


associate, now the lone wolf ol 
the labor movement. 


Mr. Green said he is proud of 


the A. F. L.'s no-strike action in 
World War II, "because by doing 
so we contributed in a large way 
to the winning of that war". The 
A. F. L. has 105 nation-wide 
unions, with eight million paid 
up members. 


Mr. Green wrote Mr. Lewis: 
"You 
are at liberty to follow 


your own 'strike' or 'no-strike' 
policy. It would seem that you 
would be out of place if you were 
affiliated 
with 
any organized 


labor movement which might be 
committed to a no-strike policy. 
in order to defend our^couhtry 
and save it from Communist ag- 
gression."
